RUIN AND DESOLATION. 


The Work of Clearing up Aer¿s of De­ 
bris and Death Goes Bravely On. 


GHASTLY HARVEST OF THE DEAD. 


Brave anti Noble-H earted W om en 
Caring for the M any Orphaned 
Little Ones.

RAD SUNDAY SERVICES 
W ere H eld T hroughout the Conem augh 
Valley—H ot W eather. 
J o h n st o w n. June !icb.—To-day is the 
tenth since the disaster in Conemaugh val­ 
ley occurred, and the extent of the fatality 
can be appreciated when it is known that 
bodies are still being found wherever men 
are at work. 
To-day one of the morgue directors was 
met and asked the usual qnestion : 
“ How many bodies were recovered to­ 
day?’’ 
“ Oh, not very many,” he replied. “There 
were hfty eight altogether. ’ 
The loss of life has been so great that 
forty bodies found in one day, even if that 
was the tenth, was considered a light show­ 
ing.The remains that are now being removed 
from the drift are far advanced in decom­ 
position, and the physicians in charge are 
advocating their cremation as fast as found, 
as it is almost impossible to hold them 
safely. 
CLEAP.INO OUT THE WRECKAGE. 
The work of clearing awav the debris is 
progressing very encouragingly. The men 
were not required to proceed to-day, but 
nine-tenths of them volunteered to con­ 
tinue, and as the result a large inroad was 
made in the drift in the central portion of 
the city. 
Main street, which was the principal 
thoroughfare and one vast blockade, is now 
about cleared. 
At the wreckage above the stone bridge 
the work is going on rather slowly. The 
force is small and the difficulties great. 
Arthur Kirk, who has been 
USING DYNAMITE BI.4STS 
To separate the drift, suspended operations 
to-day. but a considerable force continued 
to use pike poles and cleared a few feet 
more. 
Ex-Internal Revenue Collector Bigler, of 
the Western Pennsylvania District, said to­ 
day to an Associated Press reporter that if 
he were given permission he could bring 
in 200 practical caut-hook men from the 
Cartield lumber districts, and clear the 
channel above the bridge in two days. The 
trouble with those at wotk, he says, is in­ 
experience. He mentioned the matter to 
Adjutant General Hastings, but did not 
meet with very much encouragement. 
A QUIET SABBATH. 
This has been a very quiet day in and 
about Johnstown, owing to the fact that 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
roads refused to run trains from Ritls or 
other important points nearer than Bol­ 
ivar on the former and Richwood on the 
latter road. 
This rule kept out a large in- 
Hux of excursionists and left the held clear 
to the workers. 
Religious services were held at various 
points to-day in most of the suburban 
towns, where church buildings remain. 
In Johnstown open-air meetings were 
held at ditlerent points. This has been the 
hottest day since the disaster and the 
wealher is telling on the workmen, with 
the tires that, are constantly kept going, 
burning up the rubbish. Many of them 
were exhausted before evening. 
HORRIBLE DECOMPOSITION. 
The hot sun beating down upon the 
wreckage above the bridge has developed 
the fact that many bodies of animals and 
probably human beings are yet in the 
ruins. The stench arising from this pile 
ha3 been more offensive to-day than at any 
time yet. 
Governor Beaver arrived here this morn­ 
ing about 4 o’clock. He spent the day in 
visiting the ruined portions of the citv and 
in viewing the desolation up the Cone- 
maugh valley. 
He held a conference this afternoon with 
the committees heretofore in charge and as 
a result will assume control on Wednes­ 
day morning. 
The Western Union Telegrapli Company is 
pushing forward its lines and to-morrow 
will open an office in the Morrell building 
in Johnstown. The Associated Press will 
also secure quarters in the city proper to­ 
morrow and 
THE WHOLE NEWSPAPER FORCE 
Will then be transferred from the west side 
of the railroad bridge into what was the 
business portion of Johnstown. 
The health of the valley is nnusuallv 
good, notwithstanding the reports of a 
threatened epidemic. 
The following bulletin has been issued 
by the State Board of Health, and speaks 
for itself. It was posted to-dav in every 
conspicuous place about town. 'The bulle­ 
tin reads as follows:

^ r- Groft says the valley has been swept 
so clean by the great floods that the river 
waiers are purer than before the disaster. 
1 here is a difference in the contaminating 
power of decomposing organic matter: that 
Irom bodies dead from contagious disease 
wonld be far more dangerous than from 
bodies in the river, which are generally 
covered with from one to six feet of mud 
and «and. This earthy matter absorbs all 
the ertluvia, and acts as the best of disin­ 
fectants. 
There is no present danger to the water 
supply of Pittsburg at Johnstown. The 
only present danger is from people being 
frightened into sickness by sensational re­ 
ports. 
THE RED CROSS CORPS. 
Dr. John Miller and Dr. F. A. N. Strouse 
are in charge of the Red Cross Corps, which 
are located in the very midst of the ruins. 
The flag of the Red Cross on a white field 
of tents, waving upon the main tent, is a 
welcome sign of refuge to many workmen 
who are suddenly stricken while at work 
on the rnins. 
ROBBERY AND VANDALISM. 
Several cases of vandalism and robbery 
were reported to-day. Last night a num­ 
ber of cars containing supplies were broken 
into and the contents carried off. What 
the thieves could not steal they trampled 
and mined. 
The Masonic relief car was also entered 
and robbed. Twelve men were arrested 
for stealing to day, but were released upon 
returning the goods. The military guards 
over in Cambria were kept busy last night 
arresting thieves. 
NOBLE WORK OF YOUNG WOMEN. 
Miss Walk and Miss Ely, of the North­ 
ern Home for Friendless Children, returned 
to Philadelphia yesterday, and took with 
them the Hodman family of nine children. 
These little ones were found in a desti­ 
tute condition, as both their parents and 
their oldest sister were drowned in the 
flood. The ladies will return to assist in 
the work of aiding other children who hare 
lost all. 
Miss Hincklev, the head of theChiidren’s 
Aid Society of Philadelphia, is at the head­ 
quarters near the Fourth Ward Morgue, 
and is one of the busiest young women in 
the valley. The applications for children 
far exceeds the number of children thus far 
provided for. Miss Hinkley says the object 
of her society is to 
UNITE PARENTS AND CHILDREN 
Rather than to send them away from 
Johnstown, although the little ones will be 
provided for if the parents are not found. 
There are plenty of Johnstown people who 
will adopt these children, and bring them 
up as citizens of Johnstown instead of 
sending them to asylums. 


Miss Maggie Brooks, the only resident 
member of this aid society who was not 
drowned, is a school teacher here, and 
known to every child and their parents in 
the city*. She spends her time in hunting 
every house for miles around for parents 
and children. 
WHEN A CHILD IS FOUND 
It is sent^ to the headonarters and a note 
and description made of it. When any of 
the child s relatives or parents are found 
they are sent to headquarters, and in this 
way many families have been reunited. 
Mrs. Alston to-day found at Kernville 
seventeen adults and children living in 
one room about 10x15. The children will 
be sent to Pittsburg until the parents can 
find some sort of habitation, when they 
will recall them. 
OVERCROWDING AT KERNVILLE. 
Numerous^ cases of overcrowding were 
found at Kernville, and bad results are 
feared. William Furguson walked down 
from the South Fork to-dav, following the 
line of the Pennsylvania road. He said all 
the railroads from the South Fork to the 
viaduct had been swept awav. The old 
Portage viaduct is gone. A’ part of the 
road known as the deep cut is half rilled 
with earth, and the tracks are lost for a 
mile and a half. The tracks from Mineral 
Point to the cut are lost. 
The trestle work is being built where the 
deep cut bridge once stood. From the via­ 
duct to the South Fork, he said, was six 
miles. It will be three weeks before the 
toad is open for travel, and months befóte 
it will be restored to its former stability, 
ENROLLING THE SURVIVORS. 
The work of registration of the survivors 
of the fiood is going steadily on. Up to 
this evening there were about’21,000 regis­ 
tered, and the list was still increasing. The 
number lost is placed now at 5.000 by those 
who held it would reach 10,000 one week 
ago.

CHURCH TOWER BLOWN UP. 
The remains of the tower of St. John’s 
Catholic Church were blown up by dyna­ 
mite this afternoon. This is the cniireh 
which caught fire on the eventful Friday 
night and burned. The tower stood alone 
and was a constant menace to passers by. 
It was condemned and danger signals 
placed near it, but as a measure of safety 
the authorities ordered it tobe demolished. 
GOVERNOR BEAVER’S PROPOSITION. 
In an important meeting here this after­ 
noon, at which Governor Beaver, Adjutant- 
General Hastings and others were preseut, 
the situation was discussed. Chairman 
McCreery, of the Relief Committee, said 
he thought it was time the Relief Commit­ 
tee was relieved of the work of clearing 
away the debris by the State. 
The Governor said that all the necessary 
money could be raised. That there were 
200 men who would become responsible 
for $5,000 each. That he would give his 
bond to the State Treasurer for $1,000,000 
with those 200 men as bondsmen, and the 
State Treasurer would then payout $1,000,­ 
000 for the necessary work. When the 
Legislature met the" money withdrawn 
from the Treasury could be appropriated. 
He said 
THE MONEY ALREADY SUBSCRIBED 
Should be used entirely for the relief of the 
suflerera and the money from the Slate 
Treasurer be used for restoring the vicinity 
to its condition before the ilood. 
All debts already contracted for the re­ 
moval of the debris should be paid, hut all 
money paid out for this purpose from the 
lelief funds shall be refunded, so that every 
cent subscribed for the relief of the stricken 
people shall be used for that purpose alone. 
Governor Beaver has $250,000 in his 
hands now for the relief fund. A com­ 
mittee of seven well-known men of the 
State will be appointed to distribute the re­ 
lief fund, and the present reli.»f committee 
is to continue until the commission is ap­ 
pointed. 
In an interview to-night. Governor 
Beaver said: “ The funds which have 
come into my hands from so many quarters 
outside of the State, and which have been 
imposed upon me as a sacred trust, will be 
expended wholly and absolutely for the 
benefit of the individual sufferers. No part 
of it will be expended in the work which 
is legitimately the domain of the State 
under its police powers.” 
Centers of D estitution. 
B ellefonte (Pa.), June 0th.—The suffer­ 
ing in this valley is very great. The princi­ 
pal places in need ot help are Millieim, 
Coburn and vicinity, in Pennsylvania val­ 
ley ; Center City, Bald Eagle valley, and 
along Fishing creek, in Xittanv valley, 
where everybody is destitute. Citizens of 
Bellefonte are doing all they can to relieve 
the distress. 
Coroner's Inquests. 
Greexsburg (Pa.), June 9th.—The Coro­ 
ner of this county has returned inquisi­ 
tions on the bodips of 218 victims of the 
Johnstown flood. The verdict in each ease 
was that deceased came to death by violence 
due to the flood caused by the breaking of 
the dam of the South Fork reservoir. 
Flouting Down tin* Ohio. 
L o u is v il l e, June9th.—Twofloaters were 
caught in the river at Warsaw, Ky., yester­ 
day, and are supposed to be from Johns­ 
town. The bodies of animals have also 
been seen passing down stream. 
DEMOCRATS MUST «.<). 
Some* Karo Plum s That A re to be Dis­ 
tributed to KepublicaiiH. 
W ashington, June 9th.—A large num ­ 
ber of important changes are expected 
in the Treasury Department. A change, it 
is said, will be made this week in the 
office of Director of the Mint, and that 
plum will go to Captain Leach, one of the 
present Director’s chief assistants. The 
Democratic officials still in the Treasury 
Department are Third Auditor Williams, 
Register Rosecrans, Director of Mint Kim­ 
ball, Superintendent Thorne of the Coast 
Survey. Commissioner of Navigation Mor­ 
ton ; Bennett, Chief of Revenue Marine 
Division ; Major Kretz, Chief of Mail Di­ 
vision, and Mr. Switzler, Chief of Bureau 
of Statistics.

RATH Kit STALE NEWS. 
R ank R obbery of Last Y ear’s Crop Ju st 
Come to L.i^ht. 
A tchison (Kan.), June 9th.—A $23,000 
bank robbery occurred in this city in Sep­ 
tember last year, which has just come to 
light. During that month two men drove 
up in a buggy to the First National Bank 
about noon, and one man alighted, and, 
entering the place, told the cashier, who 
was alone, that a man wanted to see him 
outside. While the cashier was gone the 
stranger went behind the counter and 
picked up bonds and money to the value of 
$23,000. 
The baDk kept it quiet with a view to re­ 
covering the securities, which, it is learned 
to-day, they did last March. The bonds 
were handed over in Denver by a go-be­ 
tween. It is not known wbat price the 
bank paid. The cash secured by the rob­ 
bers was small. 
Hollow H orn B ear anil Hl-jh H aw k. 
R o se b u d (Dak.), June 9th.—At the coun­ 
cil last night Hollow Horn Bear withdrew 
from the opposition. This morning High 
Hawk signified his agreement, and both 
will sign. This breaks up the unfriendly 
element, and insures the acceptance of the 
terms of the Government, so far as this 
agency is concerned.

Chicago, JuneOth.—The Times yesterday 
published a remarkable story which has 
set some people to thinking", and has re­ 
called to their minds some mysterious inci­ 
dents in connection with the disappearance 
of Dr. Cronin. 
It was 7 o’clock that Saturday night when 
he is said to have been called from his 
office. At 3 o'clock the next afternoon his 
friends were hunting tha newspaper men 
with Cronin's printed circular to prove that 
he bad been murdered, and insisting that 
he was the victim of foul play. etc. When 
Long sent the first Toronto special report­ 
ing an interview with the doctor on Mon­ 
day, the same frieods who had distributed 
the circular on Sunday became furious, in­ 
stead of rejoicing at the prospect of finding 
their friend, as naturally would have been 
the case under other circumstances, and 
immediately denounced the report as a 
pack of lies and insisted that tne doctor 
had been murdered. 
WOULD RATHER HAVE HAD HIM DEAD. 
In fact, it appeared that they would much 
preter to have his dead body found than 
the live doctor in Toronto. 
The man who drove the wagon savs the 
trunk was hurriedly loaded into the wagon 
and driven straight to the lake, where it 
was to have been taken in a boat and sunk 
in the middle of the lake, but when they 
were discovered in the act of unloading it 
they turned their steps and hurriedly 
pitched the naked body into a catch basin. 
It would seem that the bodv would 
never have been stripped had they in­ 
tended to sink it ill a trunk in the' lake, 
and one of the theories set atloat bv this 
morning’s story is that the doctor first pre­ 
pared the circular to pave the way or to 
explain the cause of his proposed disap­ 
pearance; circulated it where it would 
reach the public and give the impression 
that he had been murdered iu Chicago, 
and thus stop the possibility of search 
being made elsewhere for him. 
a “ s t if f ” ff.om t h e g r a v e y a r d . 
The idea is further carried out by the 
supposition that he secured a naked "stiff” 
from one of the many medical colleges in 
the city, or the graveyards not far distant 
from the Carlson cottage, and the place 
where the body was found. 
People who knew Cronin well were not 
at all certain, on seeing the corpse, that 
it was his until the notables in the Cronin 
faction took the lead in declaring posi­ 
tively that no doubt was possible. 
The editor of one cf the leading news­ 
papers of the city, who had frequently met 
the doctor, saw the body immediately alter 
the discovery, and upon returning to the 
office, when asked for an opinion, declared 
he did not believe that the right body had 
been found. 
NOT THE RIGHT BODY. 
A Catholic clergyman had a similar ex­ 
perience, and, in private, still adheres to 
that view. The members of insurance fra­ 
ternities to which Cronin belonged were 
for a long time skeptical after the discovery 
of the body, until silenced by the appar­ 
ently overwhelming evidence against their 
own senses. 
The motive advanced for such an extra- 
ordinay intrigue by Dr. Cronin is that ex­ 
pressed in his circular—namely, that his 
death “would be extensively inquired into,” 
and the affairs of zUexander Sullivan, 
whom the circular unceasingly refers to, 
would be exposed with a thoroughness 
which no other method would accomplish. 
Cronin is admitted by his friends to have 
had an insatiable craving for notoriety, and 
such a proceeding would be thoroughly in 
keeping with the persistency and outland­ 
ish expedients previously "resorted to by 
him. 
READY-MADE CLEWS. 
It has been a frequent comment that if 
the traces left by the supposed criminals, 
including the placing of the bloody trunk 
in the public road, had all been for the pur­ 
pose ot giving the police clews, there could 
have been no better contrivance. The 
tardily ollered reward for the finding of the 
doctor’s body has never yet been paid. 
The Times' story is told in a dispatch 
from New York to that paper, and says ; 
James IV. Rogers, of Brooklyn, named 
as one of the Buflalo committee-men who 
signed the report exonerating Alexander 
Sullivan, and who gives it as bis belief that 
Dr. Cronin is not dead, made the following 
statement to-day: 
“ I refuse to acknowledge that I am the 
Rogers referred to in the dispatch. I refuse 
to acknowledge that I have had anything 
to do with the Clan-na-Gael, or with any 
report concerning the charges of Dr. Cronin 
against Alexander Sullivan. If I am re­ 
ferred to as not believing that Dr. Cronin is 
dead that is true. 
“ I DO NOT BELIEVE HE IS DEAD." 
“ I do not believe he is dead, and would 
not be surprised to meet him on the street 
or to see him come iuto my office this mo­ 
ment.” 
“ What about the alleged identification 
of the body fouud in Chicago?” 
“ There was no genuine identification,” 
said Mr. Rogers. " In the first place the 
body was not that of a man who had died 
by violence. There was no fracture of the 
skull—merely a few scratches aud abrasions 
such as might have been made to any body 
thrown into any such place. The key to 
the whole matter lies in the finding of a 
finger in the catch-basin. The finger, I be­ 
lieve, was procured from some medical col­ 
lege. Dr. Cronin’s brother pretends to 
identify the body as that of his brother by 
the scar of a complaint from which twenty- 
five per cent, of the men suffer at one time 
or another. If a man had suffered from 
such a complaint so that a scar wonld have 
been left by which his body could have been 
identified, he would not have survived his 
illness. 
"Again, Dr. Cronin’s sister is said to 
have identified the body. When she was 
taken to the Cavalry Armory to look at the 
body she was not permitted to see it for 
half an hour. They kept her waiting until 
she was so excited that when she viewed 
the body it was impossible for her to iden­ 
tify the bloated face. 
NO REASON FOR A CRIME. 
“ I do not believe Dr. Cronin is dead. 
There was no reason for his death. The 
fact that he was engaged in an investiga­ 
tion—no matter what it might have been— 
was no reason for the existence of a ven­ 
detta against him. The body might have 
been placed in the catch basin by men in­ 
terested in helping the enemies of the Irish 
people. There are evidently some men 
deeply bent on bringing out" to the public 
the purposes for which these moneys were 
expended. If you have noticed it,"the re­ 
ports of the alleged Cronin murder in all 
the newspapers the first three days were 
remarkably alike, as if inspired by the 
same set of men. 
“ To me the whole thing looks more and 
more every day as the clever work of some 
smart men interested in making it appear 
that Cronin was killed. The doctor, 1 feel 
convinced, is living, and has been sent out 
of the way to help the scheme of an alleged 
murder. He may not be cognizant of the 
scheme, but he is, all the same, being used 
skillfully to heln it.”

FXCKKTAIN CKOI’S OF THU FAST. 
Those Farm ers Should Come to Califor­ 
nia. ‘W here Drain Crow». 
Chicago, June 9th—The next issue of 
the Farmers' Review will say : The latest 
reports from our crop correspondents show 
no improvement in the condition of winter 
wheat. Kansas maintains the high aver­ 
age of two weeks ago, and Ohio and Ken­ 
tucky a correspondingly low one, the con­ 
dition in those States remaining about the 
same from week to week. In Illinois and 
Michigan there has been a slight decline, 
and in Indiana, falling ofl ol abont ten per 
cent.The condition of spring wheat is com­ 
paratively unchanged in Nebraska, Iowa 
and Minnesota, but has declined in Dakota 
about five per cent., and in Illinois about 
eight per cent. 
The condition of the oat crop has im­ 
proved slightly in Iowa and Missouri, and 
considerably in Indiana, in Illinois it has 
declined a few points, while in Ohio, Mich­ 
igan, Minnesota and Dakota it averages 
about five per cent, loweh In other States 
it is practically unchanged. 
A party consisting of Dr. Walter Linnley,

A MATTER OF ACCURACY. 


The San Francisco Call says : 
A bill is beiore the Governor of New York

ttejnpo raucously. When a 
c riminal case is appealed, the counsel for the 
defendant makes up a record containing the in 
•*ie ment, the stenographer's notes of Die trial 
and the Judge's charge to the jury. This is 
- .own as the bill of exceptions, aud is sub­ 
mitted to the presiding Judge for his signature 
J. kuowledging its correctness, if there are any 
Inl'erencrs between counsel, the Judge makes 
the record con’ortn to the fans, as he knows 
il-xn to have occurred. The bill under consid- 
s aitón makes the stenographer's notes the 
arbiter between the parties. What the notes 
any must be true. 
\nj t>ody and everybody may 
be in error except the stenographer. 
There is ¡mother side to the question. 
We hold that the stenographer is more 
f impotent to record what the .lodge did 
say at the time than is the .Judge to write 
out afterwards what he thinks he said, 
or believes he said, or should have said. 
T he Court, after a trial, may, if his charge 
to the jury was oral, he biased uncon­ 
sciously as to what his charge should have 
been, and actually believe he charged as he 
ought to have done, when in fact his 
memory, in the conflict with his judg­ 
ment, may lead him into error. 
But the 
short-hand writer takes, in a large sense» 
mechanically—at least he takes without 
that liability to err that is inseparable 
from memory of the oral charge. 
Where 
the Court writes out its charge there can 
be no dispute a? to what it was, and the 
b ill referred to will have the effect of 
bringing the Courts to the practice of put­ 
ting charges and decisions into w riting, as 
in some of the States the law requires 
them to do. 
But however viewed, the 
bill referred to is wise, for the trust as to 
accuracy must he rejiosed somewhere, and 
it is safer to place it in the stenographer, 
whose notes are far more reliable than the 
ojemory of men. 
If a conqietent steno­ 
grapher is employed, it is rare that a mis­ 
take occurs, and none hut the thoroughly 
qualified 
should hold 
such important 
places. 
Any thoughtful man will prefer, 
in the settling of a dispute as to what the 
facts of a trial were, to trust to the notes of 
th e official comjietent reporter than to the 
memory of a Judge, counsel or bystander, 
The reason is obvious. Experience teaches 
th e thoughtful man that the memory is 
exceedingly treacherous, and is subject to 
the bias of prejudice, even unconsciously, 
to the state of the liver, the condition of 
the digestive organs, or, perhaps, to the 
immediate surroundings of the jierson. 


T he Chicago atmosphere has l>een made 
especially foul for some weeks by the 
ventilation ol the details of a repulsive 
aud very nasty divorce case. 
The press 


loaned itself to the work of the social 
scavenger 
because 
the 
parties 
were 
wealthy. 
We can conceive of no other 
reason. 
Had the contestants been poor 
people, the world would have heard very lit­ 
tle or not at all of the Carter divorce case. 
The woman was by a jury adjudged guilty 
of the crimes that of all others debase 
womanhood and humanity and shame hon­ 
est wives. 
Her name was mixed up crim­ 
inally with that of a notorious actor, which 
gave additional repulsiveness to the scan­ 
dal. 
Now come the theatrical man­ 
agers and seek to employ the woman 
to go upon the stage. 
They expect that 
she will “draw,” as the saying is; that by 
pandering to the taste of the vulgar, they 
will be able to coin her shame aud shame­ 
fulness into money. 
It is stated that one 
New York manager has succeeded so far 
as to secure her refusal to appear under 
the management of any other person. We 
have rejieatedlv asserted our lit-lief that 
the managers of the day are more charge­ 
able with the degeneracy of the stage than 
any other influences. 
They appear to be 
willing to prostitute the home of the drama 
to the vilest purposes, if gold for their 
coders can be secured. 
There was a time 
when the stage was supposed to inspire in 
its votaries a love of art for art’s sake; 
when 
genius 
and 
cultivated 
ability 
sought 
it 
as 
a means 
of 
entertain­ 
ing and at the same time instructing the 
people; as an avenue for leaching the 
masses, who could scarce otherwise be 
reached. 
The modern manager, however, 
has effectually perverted the agency in 
most cases to ends ignoble and damnable. 
The time has arrived when the corrective 
hiss should be reintroduced, aud public 
sentiment be hurled at the heads of these 
panderers to immoral and degraded tastes, 
with a vigor that they will fear. 
It is a 
credit to decent manhood and womanhood 
in Chicago that they remained away when 
the paramour of the woman referred to, 
was paraded upon the stage in that city a 
few days ago. 
It is a credit to the gallery, 
that while the dress circle (what sort of 
woomanliood must have filled it?) ap­ 
plauded, the upper circles hissed vigor­ 
ously, and in large part their occupants 
left the house. 
It would have been better 
had they remained away entirely, for there 
is no nerve so sensitive as the pocket 
nerve of the theatrical manager. 
Of 
course, if the infamous woman referred to 
is paraded ou the stage, she will be brought 
to California. 
Let it be demonstrated 
when she comes, that the communities of 
this State have nothing but condemnation 
for the management that oilers the insult 
of her presence upon boards where such 
women as the Judahs, the Saunders, the 
Andersons, the Edwins, the Ritchies, the 
Elmanreichs, the Davies and a host of 
other pure, good and talented women of 
the stage have trod. 


RELIGIOUS PRACTICES THAT ARE NOT 
THOROUGHLY CONVENTIONAL. 


I n the examination into the mystery of 
the death of Cronin, one of the witnesses, 
an officer of the Clan-na-Geal, testified 
that there was nothing in the Clan that 
impose upon memben duties inconsistent 
with thier obligations as citizens of the 
United States, except that a case might 
arise in which a member would be bound 
to violate the neutrality laws. 
That is to 
say, them 
the Clan holds its member 
ship to obedience in violation of a code 
that is as sacred as any of the written law; 
for the internal government oí the coun­ 
try. 
The neutrality laws are in no wise 
less binding upon the conscience and duty 
of the citizen than are the provisions 
of any of the civil or criminal codes. 
The 
admission of the witness ought to bring 
the society under the reproach of all good 
citizens. 
Probably we cannot enact law; 
to reach the association that fosters ideas 
inimical to good citizenship. 
The most 
we can do 
is to do as we did with the an­ 
archists, await some overt act and then 
punish the perpetrator. 
But there is no 
reason why Americans should not brand 
with their outspoken condemnation any 
set of men, or any individuals who hold 
membership in any organization, secret or 
open, that crosses the duty of the citizen, 
and sets up an authority they are to obey, 
though the action shall compel them to 
violate the law of the country that gives 
them shelter. 
We have had enough, too 
much, of these foreign political plottings 
iqion our soil, and we have for charity’s 
sake submitted too long to the imposition 
of associations only possible with and pro­ 
tected by our laws, that are schemes of 
enmity against powers with which we tire 
at peace, and which protect our citizens 
abroad. 
It is full time that all this Clan- 
na-Gael and like plotting should cease 
within the confines of the United States.

A t the services of the First Unitarian 
Society 
yesterday Rev. 
C. P. Massey 
spoke from Isaiah xxxii., 8: “ The liberal 
desirest liberal 
things, and 
by liberal 
things shall he stand.” The speaker began 
by saying that it frequently happens in the 
experience of one who m ay be supposed to 
stand for religious practices which are not 
thoroughly conventional, and so are some­ 
what confused in the general understanding, 
that he is asked to give a definite explanation 
of his belief, and that the duty then as­ 
sumes a most 
embarrassing 
character. 
W hat is required of him is a definite state­ 
m ent upon topics w hich from their very 
nature preclude the possibility of being 
brought w ithin prescribed lines, and sub­ 
jected to mechanical measurem ent. The 
liberal 
Christian 
is 
thus 
expected 
to define his 
position 
upon all the 
subjects associated 
w ith 
Christian re­ 
ligious practice, to assign to them bounds 
and proportions, to quote authority, to 
make routine in some measure the order 
of his life, and to place special emphasis on 
this or that, that his position as a member 
of a sect may be perfectly discriminated 
and understood. 
It was to combat such ideas, Mr. Massey 
said, that he had elevated the words con­ 
tained in his text, and w ithout perverting 
their meaning, or attem pting to use them 
as instrum ental in promoting denom ina­ 
tional ends, to simply apply them in the 
broadest and most catholic si irit to the 
facts of life as our experience reveals them 
to us. 
And now what is this truth which 
can of itself be the solvent of all creeds, the 
principle of all action, and can at last be 
found potent enough to reconcile our lives 
to us and all our lives’ experiences, justify­ 
ing itself as the very basis of exalted char­ 
acter ? It is fonnd in our ability to con­ 
duct ourselves in this world w ithout placing 
a disproportionate emphasis upon any one 
thing, or, in a word, to be entirely natural. 
This faculty of being able to achieve a de­ 
portm ent entirely free, to display a rounded 
life, to be unhampered by traditions or con­ 
ventions, m ust be in the end the secret of 
individual power and the root definition of 
moral righteousness. 
There is, however, 
no assumption of superiority here, what 
is intelligently intended is simply that a 
denomination which has no strictly de­ 
fined lines, no concern for consistency in 
its lower sense, gives more 3mple play for 
personal development, as the individual 
lifecan thus be brought under the influence 
of natural and universal forces, that one 
which has a particular side of troth to de­ 
pend, the perm itted side, and which repre­ 
sents a com m unity of opinion not upon 
the principles upon which truth should be 
investigated, but only upon some one or 
more subjects contained within its general 
scope. 
Now it is this emphasis 
the 
liberal Christian repudiates. 
The speaker then told how, in a company 
of gentlemen some time ago, the question 
of Christian consistency was being debated 
in reference to some one 
who 
had 
perhaps unconsciously violated some tech­ 
nical requirem ent of religious practice. 
The argum ent had proceeded at some 
length, and lesser issues had been ignor­ 
antly and painfully introduced, until en­ 
lightened 
patience 
was well nigh ex­ 
hausted, when one in the assembly rose 
and electrified the audience by stating that 
in his opinion it was not so much a ques­ 
tion of Christianity which should be dis­ 
cussed, as of m anhood: that to have the 
Christian you m ust first have the man, and 
that if the essential elements of character 
are found the subject of conformity sank 
into pitiful insignificance. Such a rem ark 
penetrates at once through the panoply of 
the most exclusive creed, and finds the in ­ 
dividual beneath, with nothing upon which 
he can rely bnt the integrity and honor of 
hia life. To define manhood, then, the 
answer 
can 
consistently 
be, 
that 
it 
is 
that 
quality 
of 
life 
which 
shall express in the most natural and un­ 
sophisticated way the ends of being. 
Sub­ 
ordinate to pure ideals of practice it has no 
emphasis, it is ticketed with no badges, it 
wears no uniform, it has no profession, it 
is independent of artificial rale, and yet, 
it has a rule. Such m anhood is a law unto 
itself, but it is natural and not unnatural in 
its obedience to it. Our great study in this 
regard should be nature herselL 
Now, 
there is a law controlling the processes of 
nature, but how various are her manifesta­ 
tions. From grave to gay, from lively to 
severe, 
her 
constant 
rhythm 
beats. 
Her grace is in her variety.'but man too 
frequently imagines that his virtue is in 
his conformity. 
To uphold such a liberality as he was ad­ 
vocating, Mr. Massey said, did not imply 
that it was done in any technically religious 
sense. 
Religion will take care of itself 
when all else is right and can be nothing 
more than the free and harm onious action 
of all our faculties in obedience to a con­ 
scious will, which allies herself to a higher 
will, which is recognized as the very 
center of things. Secure in our integrity 
we will then be able to hurl this truth in 
the face of custom, or t rade. or office, or tem ­ 
poral authority, sacred or secular, knowing 
that progress has ever been upon the line 
of independent thought, and that 
the 
power of the individual is the secret of 
history. The speaker then applied these 
general reflections to art and literature 
quoting the truthful judgm ent of one 
who said that artistic virtue runs down 
into one and the same root with moral 
righteousness, and that to be much within 
and little without, to do all for truth and 
nothing for show, to express the largest 
possible meaning with the least possible 
stress of expression, this is att's first law. 
This is perhaps what Thomson meant who 
wrote, "Loveliness needs not the foreign 
aid of ornam ent,” and (¿uintilian who said 
that, “ the perfection oí art is to conceal 
art.” 
The speaker then referred to the 
futility of overworking the moral sentim ent 
and said Mr. 
Dickens seldom moralized, 
but that that fact does not prevent us from 
entirely discrim inating 
a 
Scrooge and 
a (¿uilp from a Tom Pinch and an A rthur 
Clenhám. Thackeray's irony almost con­ 
fuses our judgm ent at times, as to what 
estimate shall be placed upon his charac­ 
ters, but Colouel Newcomb and Philip and 
Laura and Charlotte are seen to be noble 
without the author’s having to intrude 
him self to tell us so. while Shakespeare 
wrote the tragedy of ‘Othello” throughout 
and did not iu a single instance stop to say 
a word in order to enlist our sympathies 
for the generous Moor, rather than for his 
treacherous ancient. 
In conclusion Mr. Massey said that in 
ordinary Christian practice he believed 
there was much to foster an artificial senti­ 
ment. 
He therefore believed it is better to 
make the conformity we must eujoin, con­ 
formity to the known laws ol our being, 
and an imitation of the processes which 
nature displays. As nature is not always 
consistent in lesser matters, and through 
limited periods it is not incum bent on us 
that we shall be. W hat may be right tor 
one to do at one tim e may be inexpedient 
at another—our opinion of yesterday is not 
necessarily our opinion of to-morrow—but 
as long as the rounded curve of conduct is 
maintained, as long as the life is kept 
steady in its celestial orbit, there is no prac­ 
tical limit to the exercise of our enlightened 
freedom. “If we live truly, ' says Em er­ 
son, "we shall see truly. It is as easy for 
the strong man to be strong, as for the 
weak man to be weak. 
W hen a man lives 
with God he will feel his presence, and 
hear his voice, and that shall be as sweet 
to him as the m urm ur of the brook and 
the rustle of the com .” 


Com parative W eather Tor the Month of 
May. from 1878 to 1889. 
Sergeant Barwick, Signal Service Officer 
at Sacramento, reports the average or nor­ 
mal tem perature for this m onth, as de­ 
duced from a record of thirty-five years, 
was 64°, while the mean for this m onth 
was 63°, being I o below the average tem ­ 
perature of m any years.

The average, or norm al, precipitation for 
May, as deduced from a record of forty 
years, was 0 74 of an inch, w hile the rain­ 
fall for last m onth was 3.25 inches, being 
the largest am ount ever having been re­ 
corded during a period of forty years past. 
The largest am ount before this was 2.85 
inches tin 1883), and 2 49 inches (in 1860). 
This m onth can, therefore, be said to have 
been one of great peculiarity in its rainfall, 
both as to total am ount aud the am ount 
precipitated in any continuous twenty-four 
hours, there having been 1.94 inches meas­ 
ured in th8t time, on May 5th.

MILO HAWES FOUND DEAD IN Y0L0 S 
WILLOW JUNGLES. 


A p p e a ra n c e s I n d ic a te T h a t H e W a s M u r­ 


d e re d F o r H is M o n ey by 


K o v in g T ra m p s . 


Late yesterday afternoon a man front 
this city w ho had been fishing in the 
ponds on the Y'oio side of the river notified 
the authorities in W ashington that a man 
lay murdered in a w illow thicket about 
three m iles out, alongside the railroad. 
H e said that when he went out in the 
morniDg he saw three mett sitting by the 
side of the railroad. 
They appeared to be 
tramps, and he took no particular notice 
of them . 
On his return he was passing a 
bunch of w illow s near the track, when he 
saw a man, as he supposed, lying asleep 
therein. 
H e punched him with his fish- 
ing-pole to awaken him , and receiving no 
response investigated further aud found 
that he was dead. 
Then he noticed evi­ 
dences of a struggle near by and saw 
where the body had been dragged for sev­ 
eral yards from the railroad, at about the 
spot where he saw the three m en in the 
lorenoon. 
H e then hastened to the town of W ash­ 
ington and gave the alarm, as stated above. 
Parties w ent to the place and found the 
body, as stated by the man, and it was 
brought to this city and taken to W . J. 
Kavanaugh s undertaking rooms. 
The body was apparently that of a labor­ 
ing man, of m iadle age. 
Deceased was 
about five feet nine inches in bight, and 
had on a blue shirt and overalls. 
On the 
left side of the head was a ghastly wound, 
evidently m ade by a stone. 
The pockets 
o f his pants were turned inside out. and 
whatever they contained had been taken. 
Later in the evening Constable Hom er 
Todhnnter, of W ashington, brought to the 
Station-house in this city, a flour-sack con­ 
taining som e clothing, found near the 
scene of the murder. 
The bag was cov­ 
ered with blood, where the murdered man 
had lain his head upon it. 
In the sack 
were a couple of black felt hats, and a 
m emorandum-book containing som e letters 
and a m iscellaneous collection of odds and 
ends of papers. 
A m ong these were letters 
from A nthony R. Hernandez, dated at Los 
Angeles, in November last, and addressed 
to M i'10 Hawes, 3G Hubbard street, San 
Francisco. 
One m entioned the sending of 
a ntoney-order to H awes and asked if he 
had received it. 
The writer also expressed 
gratification that H awes (whom he ad­ 
dressed as “ Dear B rother”) had secured 
work. 
On the outside cover of the book, written 
in ink, but partly effaced, w a s: 
“ Thom as 
Ryan. Bella U n ion ; in account with Chi­ 
cago Brewing Company.” 
But the book 
seemed to have been used only for the pur­ 
pose of holding letters, etc! There was 
also found near by the spot where the mur­ 
dered mau lay a cobble-stone about six 
inches in diameter and covered with blood 
—evidently the weapon with w hich the 
foul murder was perpetrated. 
The body w ill be taken to W ashington 
to-day, where an inquest will be held. The 
probability is that the murdered m an had 
fallen in with a couple of tramps, that he 
had som e m oney aud was murdered for it.

ing would, no doubt, add greatly to the 
benefit ol the county indigent. 
Rumor has

able place for such a building. 
For one, I

in the jail-yard is now too sm all to admit 
of any curtailment of the present room.

S eattle. June 9tli.—The condition of 
affairs this evening is 
not 
materially 
changed. 
Martial law is Etill in force and 
the m ilitia :s guarding the burned district. 
M any arrests have been made, principally 
for petty larcenies, and the County Jail is 
filled to overflowing. On the whole, how­ 
ever. the city is rem arkably orderly. This 
is owing largely to the fact that all the 
saloons have been closed until further 
orders. 
Several bank vaults have been opened 
and the money found intact. 
Banks are open for business and the pro­ 
cess of paying money to depositors begun. 
Ten thousand people have been fed from 
the free iju c h counters during yesterday 
and to-day, and supplies and money are 
arriving from all parts of W ashington 
Territory. 
Already the work of clearing away the 
debris has been commenced and as soon as 
the new streets are laid out the con­ 
struction of new buildings will be begun. 
The new Seattle will be infinitely su­ 
perior to the old if the present plans are 
carried out. 
Under no consideration will a wooden 
building be allowed wiLhin the fire limits, 
and the result will be that in place of the 
wooden rookeries (hat formerly disgraced 
the city substantial brick buildings will be 
erected. 
Business is carried on in tents and the 
w hite canvas is going up all along Second 
street. 
The 77' ir, newspaper is conducting its 
business :n a icut. aud in its im m ediate vi­ 
cinity 8re a restaurant and grocery store 
also under canvas. 
The town is crowded with visitors, and 
capitalists are m aking their way here with 
the inte:. on ot taking advantage of the 
opportunities off ered. 
The greatest inconvenience suffered by 
the city is ;he w ant ot wharves. 
All the 
docks in the city were burned with the ex­ 
ception of two or three sm all ones ifa the 
North City, and the oniy way for the ves­ 
sels to land is by the tying up by the side 
of one another. 
Crowds from the surrounding country 
visited the city to day to view the ruins. 
This afternoon the m ilitia seized two 
wagon ioads of beer that were being con­ 
veyed over the (Jrant-street bridge in the 
direction of the city. The beer was con­ 
veyed to the Armor}-. 
The Mayor issued a proclamation de­ 
tailing officer Youug to receive all goods 
belonging to unknown parties and that 
such would be listed. Parties having goods, 
not their own, in their possession after 
Monday will be arested. 
The work of rebuilding was continued 
without interm ission through to-day. To­ 
night cannon loaded with blocks of green 
wood are being tired into the walls, for the 
purpose of dem olishing'them . 
Five thousand tents are being erected to 
give shelter to the homeless. 
About 5,000 persons were fed at relief 
headquarters to-day.

This 
orchard consists of over ten acres, and be­ 
tween 1,500 and 2,000 choice orange treee, 
which are all living and looking well. In 
view of the above facts the purchasers of 
laud on the Bonynge tract, who paid $250 
and $300 per acre, havejno reason to regret 
their investment, but on 
the contrary 
should consider themselves luckv in secur­ 
ing such property at nom inal cost. 
The improvements continue to increase 
here. The hotel is nearing completion. 
Plum bers are laying pipes throughout the 
building. The water works are completed, 
and have their 20 000-gallon tank full of 
tine water, and the main pipe laid along 
Yolo avenue. 
Brick is being made here at 
the rate of (5,500per day, with about 150,000 
dried in the kiln, and more addiDg daily.
